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film (i.e. anti-reflection film), a light shading film and a phase shift film are different from 
each other. These films are not interchangeable to those skilled in the arts. In particular, a 
light shading film is made of a metal film such as CR, formed selectively on a transparent 
substrate to shade selectively incident light. It is used as an original exposure plate in an 
optical transcription technique. A reflection preventing film (i.e. anti-reflection film) is an 
oxide which is formed on or under a light shading film and prevents the reflection by the 
light shading film to control flare. It is typically made of a semi-transparent film to be 
applied for absorption. A phase shift film selectively inverts the phase of light which goes 
through the absent region of a light shading film and adjusts an optical image. The 
transparency of itself would be required to invert only the phase. Applicant respectfully 
bring the Examiner's attention to attached Figure A which shows the differences between 
the three films. 

Furthermore, Applicants respectfully traverse the Examiner's statement "In 
addition, Applicant argues that Hur does not teach the substrate is etched as recited in 
claims 7 and 22. However, claim 7 is only drawn to a mask and recites the structural 
features of the mask. Claim 22 does not require that the method steps take place in the 
order in which they occur". 

Applicant respectfully point out that if the order of the steps or even one of the 
steps is changed, the result would be different from the method as claimed. In other 
words, the embodiment can not be reproduced by rearranging the order of the steps as 
suggested by the Examiner. 
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Thus it now appears that the application is in condition for reconsideration and 
allowance. Reconsideration and allowance at an early date are respectfully requested.
